Soldiers may be deceived by fool friends like 
you for a time, but there is no danger that the truth 
will permit your nasty allegations to live. I was not 
importuned either by big business or little business to 
have these laws tested by the court. The reason is sim- 
ple and, I am sure, will appeal to every sensible man. 


The State Treasurer is called upon to pay out mil- 


lions of dollars on authority of legislative acts about the 
constitutionality of which there is grave doubt. The 
way is open to any citizen to bring an action, or to any 
non-resident taxpayer who has sufficient interest in

Dr. Gorst dealt with the important 
of making a distinction between""the 
normal and the mentally defective 
criminal, advocating that all crim- 
inals be thoroughly examined before 
they are dealt with by the courts, 
in order to ascertain their mental 
sts-.tus. If it-'is found that the crim- 
inal is normal, he should be turn*! 
over to the 
courts in the regular 


manner, if feebleminded he should 
come under the jurisdiction of 
t'rv; 


Board of Control, to be placed in 
the proper institution. 
This would 


relievo .the courts of a tremendous 
amount of useless work, as very of- 
ten they are working entirely in the 
courts. Both Judge E. Ray Stevens 
nnd Judge A. C. Hoppmann, declar- 
ed Dr. Gorst, believe that this is the 
right method of procedure, as thej 
feel that working in ignorance as 
to the mental condition of the crim- 
inal, they often are unable to do jus- 
tice.

need careful guarding in the age of 
tdolesconce, and often, indeed, as a 
rule, cannot receive this in the pub- 
lic school. .

normal children and a hindrance to 
the teacher as it wastes .her timo 
nnd energy. 


Both Dr. Gorst and 
Dr. Walter 


Femald of the Massachusetts school 
for the feebleminded, who read toe 
first paper of the evening, empha- 
sized the fact that the feeblemind.-.-J 
can be cared for by the state in a 
comparatively inexpensive way, by 
•being taught to do the large num- 
ber of things which the feeblemind- 
ed are capable • of doing, and in 
many cases doing well, which will 
make them happy, useful individ- 
uals. 
Not a1.! feebleminded -individ- 


uals need necessarily be committed 
to institutions, it was declared, :is 
in many instances a person could ba 
found to interest himself directly in 
such an individual and become per- 
sonally responsible for his guard- 
ianship. 
The rights of individuals 


must as far as possible be respec:- 
cd, but this idsa must be carried no 
further than the best interests of
